— THE US, CHINA AND OTHER NATIONS INCLUDING ISLAMIC 

AND NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES MUST TAKE STEPS TO KEEP MAXIMUM 

PRESSURE ON THE SOVIETS FOR WITHDRAWAL. WE REALIZE,

— THE AFGHAN FREEDOM FIGHTERS CONTINUE TO DESERVE 
OUR SYMPATHY AND ADMIRATION. WE BELIEVE THAT INTERNATIONAL 
SUPPORT TO THE RESISTANCE CAN RAISE SOVIET COSTS BUT RECOGNIZE 
THAT ASSISTANCE TO THE FREEDOM FIGHTERS COULD EXPOSE PAKISTAN

~ BECAUSE OF PAKISTAN'S VITAL STRATEGIC POSITION, SUPPORT

— WE ENCOURAGE CHINA TO CONSIDER MORE ASSISTANCE TO THE 
AFGHAN REFUGEES IN PAKISTAN SINCE THE INCREASING BURDEN OF THE 
REFUGEES HAS THE POTENTIAL, IF NOT ADEQUATELY ADDRESSED, OF 
DESTABILIZING PAKISTAN. 
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
